Warrants Out for Chalabis 


Ex-Pentagon favorite, nephew eharged with crimes in Iraq 


BAGHDAD I Iraq has issued arrest warrants 
for Ahmad Chalabi, a former Governing 
Council member with strong U.S. ties, on 
counterfeiting charges, and for his nephew 
Salem Chalabi — head of the tribunal trying 
Saddam Hussein — on murder charges, Iraq’s 
chief investigating judge said Sunday. 

“They should be arrested and then ques- 
tioned and ... if there is enough evidence, 
they will be sent to trial,” Judge Zuhair al- 
Maliky said. 

The warrant was the latest strike against 
Ahmad Chalabi. A longtime Iraqi exile 
opposition leader, he had been a favorite 


of many in the Pentagon but fell out with 
the Americans in the weeks before the U.S. 
occupation ended in June. 

Both men denied the charges, dismissing 
them as part of a political conspiracy. 

Salem Chalabi, named as a suspect in 
the June murder of Haithem Fadhil, head 
of the finance ministry, called the accusation 
“ridiculous.” His uncle said the charges were 
“outrageous” and “manufactured lies.” 

The men were out of the country Sunday 
but promised to return to Iraq to face the 


allegations. “I’m now mobilized on all fronts 
to rebuff all these charges,” Ahmad Chalabi 
told CNN from Tehran, Iran, where he was 
attending a conference. “Nobody’s above the 
law, and I submit to the law in Iraq.” 

In Washington, the Bush administration 
had no comment about the charges against 
the Chalabis. “This is a matter for the Iraqi 
authorities to resolve,” said White House 
spokeswoman Suzy DeFrancis. 

If convicted, Salem Chalabi, 41, could face 
the death penalty, al-Maliky said. His uncle, 
who is in his late 50s, would face a sentence 
determined by judges, jamie tarabay (ap)

Terrorists’ Plans 
Likely Disrupted 


White House officials 
say recent efforts may 
have undermined plots 

WASHINGTON | The Bush adminis- 
tration believes it has undermined 
al Qaeda’s plans for attacking the 
United States with the recent 
arrests of suspected terrorists and 
the seizure of detailed surveillance 
of financial buildings. 

Presidential advisers also said 
Sunday they think some of the 
potential plots uncovered in the 
past week may have been part of a 
broader effort to strike the country 
before the November election. 

“I certainly think that by our 
actions now that we have disrupted 
it,” said Frances Fragos Townsend, 
President Bush’s homeland security 
adviser, on “Fox News Sunday.” 


Condoleeza Rice, Bush’s nation- 
al security adviser, defended the 
administration’s recent decision 
to issue terror warnings and tight- 
en security in the three cities even 
though some of the survelliance 
intelligence on which the gov- 
ernment acted dated from four 
years ago. Some have questioned 
whether the warnings were politi- 
cally motivated. 

“The idea that you would some- 
how play politics with the security 
of the American people — that you 
would not go out and warn if you 
have casing reports on buildings 
that are highly specific,” Rice said 
on NBC’s “Meet the Press.” “Are you 
really supposed to not tell?” 

Townsend and Rice said the 
administration was concerned that 
terrorists will try to disrupt the Nov. 
2 election, deb riechmann (ap) 


Keyes to Face Obama in Senate Race 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS, ILL. I Alan 
Keyes, the conservative political 
commentatorffomMarylandwhom 
Illinois Republicans turned to after 
weeks of searching for a replace- 
ment Senate candidate, accepted 
the challenge Sunday of running 
against a rising Democratic star 
who has grown only more formi- 
dable as the state Republican Party 
has been mired in disarray. 


“We do face an uphill battle, 
there’s no doubt,” Keyes told cheer- 
ing supporters at a rally. 

The Republican two-time presi- 
dential hopeful will face Democratic 
state Sen. Barack Obama in the 
campaign to replace retiring 
Republican Sen. Peter Fitzgerald. 
Keyes’ entry sets up the first U.S. 
Senate election with two black can- 
didates representing the major par- 


ties, and seemingly assures Illinois 
will produce only the fifth black sen- 
ator in history. 

Keyes, who has no Illinois 
ties, emerged as a candidate only 
recently, after a host of high-pro- 
file Illinois Republicans, from for- 
mer Govs. Jim Edgar and James 
Thompson to former Chicago Bears 
coach Mike Ditka, declined to run.

Investigators believe 
game part of motive 
in slayings of 6 people 

DAYTONA BEACH, FLA. | An ex-COn- 
vict who blamed a young woman 
for taking his video game system 
and clothes recruited three teen- 
agers to stab and beat her and five 
others to death, investigators said 
Sunday. 

The 22 -year- old woman was sin- 
gled out for an attack so vicious that 
even dental records were useless in 
trying to identify her. Some of the 
victims were attacked in their sleep, 
according to authorities. 

The victims were found Friday 


in a blood- spattered home. 

All four suspects have been 
charged with first- degree murder 
and armed burglary, the Volusia 
County sheriff’s department said. 

Suspected ringleader Troy 
Victorino, 27, of Deltona, was 
“very guarded” during questioning. 
Sheriff Ben Johnson said. Three 
18 -year-olds were also arrested 


Saturday: Robert Cannon of Orange 
City and Jerone Hunter and Michael 
Salas, both of Deltona. 

All four were jailed while await- 
ing bail hearings on Monday. 

Investigators struggling to find 
a motive for the slayings believe the 
victims were killed over the theft of 
some clothes and an Xbox game sys- 
tem owned by Victorino. (ap)

trend may bring peeled baby carrots 
instead of candy, or crispy baked 
pita bread in place of those chips. 

Compass Vending Services 
is experimenting with a bank of 
food and drink machines lined up 
behind a plastic facade to look like 


a single unit. Products include gra- 
nola bars, PowerBars, salads, energy 
drinks and smoothies. 

Busy workers may want to eat 
healthy if they are getting something 
from the machine for lunch, said Bill 
Mitchell, Sodexho Vending’s direc- 
tor of program development. 

Of course, there still is a place 
for candy. People still will want “a 
small indulgence” as a reward, he

Allawi asks militants in Najaf to lay down arms 


Top Qaeda 
Figure Held 

Interior minister says 
terror camp chief was 
captured in U.A.E. 

ISLAMABAD, PAKISTAN I Authorities 
in the United Arab Emirates cap- 
tured a senior al Qaeda operative 
and turned him over to Pakistan, the 
information minister in Islamabad 
said Sunday. 

The man, Qari Saifullah Akhtar, 
was secretly flown to the eastern 
city of Lahore, where he was being 
interrogated, a Pakistani intelli- 
gence official said on condition of 
anonymity. 

Akhtar used to run a vast terror 
camp in Rishkhor, Afghanistan, that 
was visited by Osama bin Laden and 
Taliban chief Mullah Mohammed 
Omar. The camp — a sprawling 
complex about 10 miles south of the 
capital, Kabul — trained 3,500 men 
in combat skills, including assassi- 
nation and kidnapping. 

Akhtar disappeared in October 
2001, before the United States start- 
ed bombing Afghanistan, and had 
not been heard from since. 

“Yes, we can confirm that we 
have Qari Saifullah,” Information 
Minister Sheikh Rashid Ahmed 
told The Associated Press. He said 
Akhtar was arrested in Dubai “in 
the past week” and then turned over 
to Pakistan, but he would not give 
any details. Officials in Dubai had 
no comment, paul haven (ap)

NAJAF, IRAQ I Protected by about 
100 guards, Iraq’s interim Prime 
Minister Ayad Allawi visited the 
war-shattered city of Najaf on 
Sunday, calling on Shiite militants 
to lay down their weapons after days 
of fierce clashes with U.S. forces. 

Nearby, gunfire and explo- 
sions echoed through the streets, 
marking the fourth day of clashes 
in this holy city. Hours later, U.S. 
helicopter gunships pounded the 
massive Najaf cemetery, a mili- 
tant hideout and the scene of much 
of the fighting, witnesses said. 
Military spokesmen said they were 
taking care to minimize damage. 

The violence began Thursday 


after the collapse of a series of truc- 
es in early June that ended a two- 
month uprising. Though a dead- 
line for militants to withdraw from 
Najaf expired Saturday, gunmen still 
patrolled the streets Sunday. And the 
militia for Shiite cleric Muqtada al- 
Sadr also controlled the Imam Ali 
Shrine compound, one of the most 
revered sites in Shiite Islam. 

Allawi firmly rejected compro- 
mise with the militants. “We think 
that those armed should leave the 
holy sites and the [Imam Ali Shrine 
compound],” he said. “The situation 
will be defused soon,” he added. 

The cleric’s aides rejected Allawi’s 
demands, abdul hussein al-obeidi (ap) 


OTHER DEVELOPMENTS 

The Iraqi government rein- 
stated the death penalty in its lat- 
est effort to beat down the 15- 
month-old insurgency. “Itisour 
human obligation toward our peo- 
ple and country,” Human Rights 
Minister Bakhtiar Amin said. 

Militantssaid they had 
abducted Faridoun Jihani, 
the Iranian consultothe Iraqi 
city of Karbala. The kidnappers 
warned Iran notto interfere in 
Iraq’s affairs, but did notthreat- 
en Jihani ormakeany demands, 
according to Al-Arabiya tele- 
vision. The Iranian Foreign 
Ministry confirmed Jihani disap- 
peared Wednesday night, (ap) 



Apartheid Party Teams Up With ANC 


CAPE TOWN, SOUTH AFRICA I 
President Thabo Mbeki welcomed 
on Sunday a decision by the New 
National Party to fight all future 
elections under the banner of his 
African National Congress, a move 
seen as the death knell of the party 


that gave South Africa apartheid. 

The decision was announced 
Saturday by Marthinus van Schalk- 
wyk, head of the NNP — the suc- 
cessor to the National Party that 
led apartheid — at a party meet- 
ing in Johannesburg. While the 


NNP is not formally disbanding, 
van Schalkwyk said he would be 
joining the ANC — his party’s chief 
foe during close to half a century 
of white -minority rule — within a 
few weeks and urged his followers 
to do the same. 

At an event in Johannesburg, 
Mbeki called the decision historic. 


He said he “could not 
recall any other party 
of oppression saying: 
We are defeated, we 
cease to exist, we 
join those that we 
had oppressed,”’ the 
South African Press 
Association reported, (ap)

Bomb Kills 2 U.S. Soldiers 
From Va.-Based Guard Unit 

Two U.S. soldiers and their Afghan 
interpreter died when a bomb hit 
their Humvee in Ghazni province, 
the U.S. military said Sunday. The 
two belonged to a Virginia Army 
National Guard unit based in 
Winchester, said Lt. Col. William 
Phillips. He said he did not have their 
identities. The deaths bring to 58 the 
number of American soldiers killed 
in action in Afghanistsan. (ap) 

SUDAN 

Arab League Urges Patience 
In Tackling Sudan Fighting 

The Arab League said Sunday the 
Sudanese government needed more 
time to end the crisis in its troubled 
Darfur region, where Arab militias 
are accused of killing thousands of 
African villagers. The group also 
rejected “threats of military inter- 
vention in the region or imposing 
any sanctions on Sudan.” The UN. 
Security Council passed a resolution 
July 30 giving Sudan 30 days to dis- 
arm the militias or face diplomatic 
and economic penalties, (ap) 

GREECE 

Man Nabbed After ‘Pen Gun’ 
Found in Carry-On Baggage 

A Greek man was arrested at Athens 
International Airport Sunday after 
a loaded pen gun was found in his 
carry-on luggage before he boarded 
a domestic flight, police said. The 
gun, which was attached to the 
man’s keys, resembles a pen but 
can shoot a bullet. Police did not 
immediately release the name of 
the 30 -year-old man. (ap) 

GREAT BRITAIN 

Storm Ends Rowers’ Bid 
For Trans-Atlantic Record 

Four Britons trying to break the 
trans -Atlantic rowing record were 
rescued Sunday after their boat was 
caught in a hurricane and split in two, 
the coast guard said. The crew, which 
left Newfoundland on June 30, were 
clinging to a life raft 300 miles west 
of England’s southwestern tip. They 
were trying to beat the current 55- 
day record for the 2,100 -mile journey. 
Officials said none were in need of

Electorate Split in 
Venezuelan Polls 


Massive rallies held 
week before election 
on recall of president 

CARACAS, VENEZUELA I Aweek be- 
fore a recall referendum on President 
Hugo Chavez’s rule, supporters and 
opponents of the Venezuelan leader 
held massive events in Caracas, each 
side confident of victory in the emo- 
tionally-charged election. 

Polls show the country is split 
evenly between those for and 
against Chavez. Supporters see him 
as a champion of the poor and a new 
hope after decades of corrupt gov- 
ernments, while opponents accuse 
him of seeking to install a commu- 
nist dictatorship. 

“In seven days, Venezuelans will 
have a chance to stop the demon 
of intolerance, division, unemploy- 
ment and hunger,” said opposition 
leader Enrique Mendoza. 

Tens of thousands of Chavez’s 
followers marched with signs say- 
ing “No” to the recall and “Ahead 
with the Revolution.” 

To be recalled, more citizens 
must vote against Chavez than the 
nearly 3.8 million who re-elected

him in 2000. If they succeed, elec- 
tions will be held in 30 days and the 
winner will finish Chavez’s term. 

Chavez, who survived a brief coup 
in 2002, accuses Washington of 
backing the effort to oust him. The 
United States, which is Venezuela’s 
main oil buyer, denies the claims. 
Relations between the two countries 
have been strained by Chavez’s ties 
with Cuba and his criticism of U.S.- 
backed free market proposals, (ap) 


Russian Parliament 
Votes to Overhaul 
Soviet-Era Benefits 

MOSCOW I Russia’s upper house of 
parliament approved a controver- 
sial social reform bill Sunday that 
ends an array of Soviet- era bene- 
fits, including free transportation 
and medicine, for some of Russia’s 
most vulnerable people, including 
World War II veterans. 

The bill, which sparked protests 
in Moscow and around the nation, 
replaces many of the benefits with 
monthly payments ranging from 


$5.10 to $53. It could affect an 
estimated 30 million people. 

The Federation Council, which 
usually rubber-stamps legislation 
for the Kremlin, approved the leg- 
islation 156-5. The lower house of 
parliament approved the measure 
Thursday. It now goes to President 
Vladimir Putin for his signature. 

The government says the move 
will be a boon to many and will 
make more accurately target aid. 
But many recipients were outraged. 
A small group of about 50 protesters 
on Sunday carried placards read- 
ing, “Hands off veterans’ benefits!”

Thousands of Broncos 
fans pay tribute as 
QB joins Hall of Fame 

FOOTBALL I John Elway surveyed 
the sea of Broncos blue and orange, 
heard the cheers and offered his fans 
a tribute. 

“To all the Broncos fans out there, 
thank you for everything,” Elway said 
Sunday, when he was inducted into 
the Pro Football Hall of Fame in 
Canton, Ohio. And there were thou- 
sands of them to watch Elway, Barry 
Sanders, Carl Eller and Bob Brown 
bring the Hall membership to 225. 

Elway is the first Bronco induct- 
ed, and the fans chanted his name 
and cheered every time he was 
shown on the scoreboard. 

He then took the stage for what 
was an emotional speech in which 
he paid tribute to his late father. 
Jack, his first coach, and the rest of 
his family; to his city; to his team; 
and to his teammates. 

Some consider Elway to be the 
best quarterback ever, and many 


think fellow inductee Sanders was 
the best running back to play. 

Sanders, who rushedfor more than 
1,000 yards in all 10 of his seasons 
with the Detroit Lions before retiring 
at age 31, became the third-youngest 
Hall of Fame inductee, behind Gale 


Sayers and Jim Brown.

CATCHING UP I After establishing 
himself as a force in hip-hop at the 
age of 16 with 1985’s “Radio,” LL 
Cool J became one of the first rap- 
pers to take on Hollywood, starring 
in films and his own TV series. 

The Grammy Award-winning 
rapper returns this week with his 
11th album, “The DEFinition,” on 
Def Jam/IDJMG. The album fea- 
tures production from Timbaland, 
N.O. Joe and Dame Grease, among 
others. Already, the lead single 
“Headsprung” is climbing the Hot 
R&B/hip-hop chart. 

What is the key to sustaining a 
career in hip-hop for as long as you 
have? 

I’m an artist in the truest sense

Spiking the Champagne 


Lawrence Welk goes not-so easy listening 


MAKEOVERS I Strange things 
are happening in the Citadel of 
Square. 

Inside the Santa Monica, Calif., 
headquarters of the Welk Music 
Group, the champagne music that 
bubbled in the blood of mainstream 
America for four decades has been 
alchemized into a high-energy and 
down-tempo soundtrack for the 
designer-martini generation. 

In “Upstairs at Larry’s: Lawrence 
Welk Uncorked,” which comes out 
Tuesday, 15 of the middle-of-the- 
road maestro’s recordings, mostly 
from the 1960s and ‘70s, have been 
refitted with house grooves and hip- 
hop shuffles, augmented with elec- 
tronic squeals and echo. 

Bringing this paragon of whole- 
someness into contemporary club 
culture is akin to having a Norman 
Rockwell tableau repainted by 
Shag, and the prospect gave Welk 


Music Group President Kevin Welk 
(Lawrence’s grandson) momentary 
pause when the project was sug- 
gested by the company’s head of 
new media, Rob Evanoff. 

“My grandpa, whether you liked 
him or not, what he did back then 
holds a lot of value to all types of 
people,” said the executive, 33. “But 
I don’t think what you hear is any 
disrespect to what he did. We just 
didn’t want it to be a circus. We 
wanted it to be legitimate and have 
great remixers on the project.” 

“I had a lot of fun doing ‘Blue 
Velvet,”’ said L. A. -based DJ 
Smitty, part of a remixers roster 
that includes Greens Keepers, Q- 
Burns Abstract Message, Monkey 
Bars and Groove Junkies. “It was a 
real challenge to try to figure out a 
way to do it justice.” 

Smitty, 34, remembers watching 
Welk’s TV show as a child with his 


grandmother, and he appreciates the 
incongruity of the whole concept. 

“People would ask, ‘What are 
you working on?’ and I’d say, ‘I’m 
working on this Lawrence Welk 
project,’ and everyone does a dou- 
ble-take. I love that reaction. ... But 
all these hip producers and under- 
ground dance guys, everyone had 
a great time.” 

What would Welk, who died in 
1992 , think if he were around to 
hear “Upstairs at Larry’s”? 

“He’d probably tell me, ‘Kevin, 
I don’t understand young kids 
today and what they’re doing,”’ 
said his grandson. “But he would 
appreciate that people are being 
exposed to him.” richard cromelin

Cruise’s “Collateral,” in which 
he plays a psychotic hit man who 
hijacks a taxi for a one-night killing 
spree, debuted as the top weekend 
movie with $24.4 million, according 
to studio estimates Sunday. 

It was an unusually dark role 


for Cruise, best known for play- 
ing the hero.

“Collateral” bumped off the

A Stress Test 


WORKPLACE I When the govern- 
ment warned of a possible terror- 
ist attack this week, it didn’t take 
long for the phones to start ring- 
ing at EAP Consultants Inc., a 
Marietta, Ga., company retained 
by employers to counsel workers 
under stress. 

“It’s been going on chronically 
since 9/11 and after the alert last 
weekend, it just raised the tension 
level,” said EAP Director Sandy 
Rosenberg. Heightened fear of 
terrorism is dialing up already 
high pressure levels in some U.S. 
offices and factories, further dis- 


tracting people from their jobs and 
causing more friction between co- 
workers, counselors said. 

Workers rarely specify or even 
know why they’re stressed. But on- 
the-job tensions appear to be rising, 
especially in New York and other cit- 
ies that have been identified as ter- 
rorist targets, because of separate but 
increasingly connected events. 

Many companies have tight- 
ened security since Sept. 11, 2001, 
and have drawn up plans for deal- 
ing with such a crisis. Those efforts 
offer workers some reassurance, but 
most U.S. businesses are geared to 


react to actual problems. Few try to 
address the vague, but potentially 
troubling changes that can be ignit- 
ed by rumors and opinions, stirring 
emotions most likely to cause stress, 
said Henry Patterson, a professor of 
applied psychology at Pennsylvania 
State University. 

Stress is part of any job — the 
normal result of having demands 
placed on people over which they 
have limited control, Patterson said. 
“But you add this whole thing of 
terrorism threats, which virtual- 
ly no one has control over, and it 
adds a whole other level of stress.”

If you’re inter- 
ested in this subtle networking, try 
to get in on these things.

The sponge has won. Body- 
boarders outnumber surfers almost 
6 to 1, according to a study compiled 
by a bodyboard manufacturer. At 


least 100 California beaches pro- 
hibit regular surfboards along cer- 
tain stretches in summer to protect 
floundering tourists. But their soft 
little cousin the bodyboard generally 
gets a free ride, and Target, Costco 
and even credible surf shops have

Capitol Security 


MICHAEL LAUER, assistant public information officerforthe Capitol Police, was 
online at washingtonpost.com/liveonline Friday and discussed traffic problems 
caused by street closures on Capitol Hill duetothe heightened security alert. 


The Capitol Police have set up more 
than a dozen checkpoints in order 
to make it more difficult for poten- 
tial bombers to get near congressio- 
nal buildings, including the Capitol. 
There has been much criticism over 
this. How would you respond to that? 

We knew going into it that imple- 
menting these security measures 
would cause some minor problems 
with traffic. But when we weighed 
the consequences of a possible sui- 
cide bomber implementing an attack 
against the Capitol complex we felt 
that saving lives is the top priority 
at this time. 

Why are roads being closed on 
Capitol Hill when the U.S. Capitol 
was not even mentioned in the 
intelligence that led to the recent 
“Orange” alert and associated with 
security upgrades around finan- 
cial institutions in New York, New 
Jersey and D.C.? 

Let me re-emphasize that with 
the exception of First Street NE, all 
streets on Capitol Hill remain open. 
We felt it was necessary to increase 
our security since we are a critical 


part of the District of Columbia and 
we take any threat against D.C. as 
a possible threat to us. 

We don’t react to our height- 
ened security solely on the raising 
of the alert by the Department of 
Homeland Security. The Capitol 
Police receive intelligence from 
numerous sources including our 
own intelligence operation. 

Do you have enough officers to con- 
tinue to police Capitol Hill? How 
much is it costing? How long will it 
last? 

How long will it last? No one 
knows exactly how long this will 
last. It’s costing roughly $1.5 million 
per pay period which is bi-weekly. 
Yes, we have enough officers. They’re 
working 12 -hour shifts, six days a 
week. We’re continually monitor- 
ing the entire situation including 
the concerns of our officers.

Jerk Chicken with ' 
Roasted Sweet Potatoes

5 Ingredients: 

• 2 medium-sized sweet potatoes (about 1 lb.) 

• 2 Tbsp. brown sugar 

30 Minutes: 

Preheat oven to 350° F. Scrub sweet potatoes and pat dry with a paper towel. Cut in half crosswise. Then cut lengthwise into wedges or strips. Put in a 
plastic bag.
